WasHiIncton, September 10.—Although 


Sunday was Friday, according to court record, 
yet the true character ot the day was indi- 
cated by the well dressed and larger crowd 
tat filled the trial-room long beiore the open- 
ing of the court. With the exception of Ste- 
phen W. Dorsey, all the defendants were 
present, Promptly at 10 o’clock the court 
was Called to order. In answer to Judge 
Wylie, the deputy marshal gaid the jury wa~ 
not ready, and the court reniarked that 
he presumed that the jury had overslept 
themselves, Ati12 minutes past 10 o’clock 
the jury entered, looking rather fatigued. 
In answer to the usual question, the 
foreman answere:d “I am not as yet 
directed by the jury to make a report.” 

The court—You have not agreed upon a 
verdict. 

Foreman Dickson—Partially. 

dhe couri—1do pot know but that I shail 
have to administer the common law in its 
purity, At common law, the jury was locked 
apand kept together without light, fire or 
any comforts of civilized society, and so kept 
until their verdict was reached, I will con- 
sider about this, but will not adopt that 
course to-day. 

Foreman Dickson—It might be proper to 
State that we are no nearer the end than when 
our last report was made. 

The court—Then, gentlemen, the time has 
come to enforce the common law. Marshal, 
you will take the jury to their room, and <e- 
tain them as other juries are detained, until 
a verdict is reached, 

The jury tiled out of the room, 
court took a recess “until 2 o'clock. At that 
hour the usual audience was assembled. it 
included one Jady, who sat by the side of J. 
W. Dorsey. 8. W. Dorsey was present for the 
first time snce the retirement ot the jury, but 
left the rooiu before the court was called to 
order. Ali the other defendants were in the 
room: except Brady, who remained in the cor- 
ridor. The deputy marshal, by drec- 
tion of the court, Visited the 
jury and soon made a_ “report that 
the jury stated if the court had auy- 
thing to say, they would come down; other- 
wise they would not, The court had nothing 
to say to them, and announced a recess until 
1) o'clock this morning. when the court reas- 
sembled, and the foreman announced that 
the jury had reached a verdictas te four of 
the defendants, but had no bope of coming 
to an agreement as to the others. The judge 
avain refused to receive the verdict, and ad- 
journed the court until o'clock. At that 
hour Judge Wylie took his seat, and sent for 
the jury. When they appeared the foreman, 
Mv. Dickson, announced that there had been 
no change since the lust report. Judge 
Wylie then said he had concluded to accept 
their verdict. 

THE VERDICT RENDERED. 

The defendants were called and all an- 
swered. The foreman then stated that the 
jury had instructed him to return a verdict 
of guilty as to Minor and Reredell, not guilty 
as to Turner and Peck, and that mo agree- 
ment was reached as to Brady, Vaile and the 
two Dorseys. Mr. Merrick objected that, as 
Peck had been arraigned, he could not be in- 
dicted. (He is dead.) The court concurred 
in this objection and the verdict was so 
amended so as to omit all mention of Peck. 
The jury was then discharged. Mr. Willianis 
entered a motion for an arrest of judg- 
ment and a new trial for Reredell and 
Mr. Hinkle made a= similar motion 
on behalf of Minor. Mr. Merrick 
moved that new bonds be required of Brady, 
Vaile and the two Dorseys, and that the 
amounts of bonds be increased. This motion 
save rise to a heated discussion between Mr. 
Merrick and Mr. Ingersoll, in which consid- 
erable bad feeling was shown by both lawyers. 
The court was obliged to interfere in the in- 
terest peace, Judge Wylie announced 
that he would, on Wednesday, bear the coun- 
sel on the motion to bail Minor and Rerede!]

A TALK WITH THE FOREMAN, 

In an interview to-night with Foreman 
Dickson, the latter made a general statement 
in regard to the alleged attempts at bribery, 
but would give no forinal statement for pub- 
lication. He said that he would to-morrow 
lay before the district attorney, or his assis- 
tant, such faetgas were within his knowledze, 
(‘n the 23d of August he had been approached 
with an offerof $25,000 by an officer connected 
with thé departiient of justice (who produced 
letters of appointment as special agent of that 
department, and stated that he was authorized 
to act in the matter), if he would vote for 
the conviction of Brady and = Stephen 
W. Dorsey. That statement would 
be corroborated hy the 
and circumstantial evidence. When he made 
his offer in court to-day to make a sworn 
statement in regard to the matter he had in- 
tended to take the stand, but on reflection he 
was sure that.the course pursued by the court 
was the better one, as he would be placed in 
a false position. There were others of the 
jury who had been approached from different 
directions, but the sums offered were small, 
from $200 to $300. The man who approached 
him told him that he represented the ettor- 
ney general, but he, Dickson, did not believe 
that. He concluded that the man took him 
ior 8 fool or knave, but his 
only protection was to notify 
Judge Wylie of the matter. He suggested to 
Judge Wylie that he should coax the tan on, 
but Judge Wylie remarked that that was too 
much like police duty, and had advised biim 
to do nothing about the matter buat to keep 
clear of the man. The following day the 
man sent in his card asking for an tnterv‘ew, 
and appointing a time and place. He 
made ne reply, and had _ not seen 
the mtan or his companion, (who 
was also an officer of the department of jus- 
tice) from that day totlis. He made inquiry 
a few days later and learned that the man had 
left the city upon the following day. He did 
not believe that the man had 325 in his pos- 
session much less $25,000, and it was his opin- 
ion that the man had been employed to get 
the unwary to commit themselves. He would 
not allow this matter to drop, but would see 
the thing threugh.

CINCINNATI, September 11.—Counsel for the

The ordinance appropriating the money 
went to its final passage in the board of alder- 
men at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. The

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| BRITISH DIPLOMACY. 


SOMETHING THE SULTAN DOES 
NOT UNDERSTAND. 

Turkish Indignation at Bogiand’s Hesitation in Signu- 
‘ing the Military Convention—A New Draft Pre- 
sented and Held Under Advisement—The 
Greek Bandits on the Border. 


Lonpon, September 11.—A dispatch froin 
Constantinople to Reuter's telegram company 
says the difficulty in regard to the final sign- 


tary convention hinges upon the question 
whether the Turkish troops, having arrived 
at Port Said, will be allowed to disembark or 
be required to await instructions fron General 
Wolseley. The porte claims that it has proved 
its sincerity by proclaiming Arabi Pasha 
a rebel, and that it is justified in expecting 
an immediate signing of the convention. 
Now, England has the temerity to turn round 
and accuse Turkey of disloyalty, because the 
porte claims the right to land troops at Port 
Said. Here the matter rests, pending Lord 
Granville’s mstructions. Meanwhile, Der- 
visch Pasha and Baker Pasha have been or- 
dered to defer-their departure until the con- 
vention has been signed. The proclamation 
against Arabi Pasha has produced con- 
siderable agitation among the Arabs as they 
generally regard Arabi Pasha-as the savior of 
Islam. It is believed that Arabi will pronul- 
gate a counter proclamation against the sul- 
tan. A dispatch from Egypt states that 
Arabi has expelled all the Turks and Circas- 
sians from his camp. Said Pasha, Assin 
Pasha and Artin Effendie called upon Lord 
Dufferin at Therapin Sunday evening with 
a fresh draft of the military convention 
which was submitted ad referendum, In 
Turkish official circles the hope is expressed 
that the convention will be signed on Tues- 
day. The delay in the conclusion of the con- 
vention has created a feeling of irritation 
against England. The Turks accuse the Brit- 
ish of deliberately prolonging negotiations on 
the subject. Germany advised the porte to 
use moderation in dealing with the Greek 
frontier question. The differences between 
Turtey and Greece are sti!l unarranged. The 
porte refuses to abandon Katalepsi. 
THE CONVENTiON DECLINED.

Lonpon, September 11 —A Constantinople 
dispatch to the Times says Earl Granville, 
British foreign secretary, declines to accept 
the proposul of the porte to land Turkish 
troops at Port Said.

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ENGLISH TALK OVER THE WAR. 


Great Interest In Wolseley’s Advance—The Angte- 
Turkish Convention a Joke. 

Lonpox, September 9.—[By cable to the 
New York Tribune.]—The daily expectation 
of General Wolseley’s advance absorbs public 
interest. The latest accounts indicate that 
the coming fight may decide the campaign. 
According to Sir Garnet Wolseley’s informa- 
tion no substantial defenses exist between the 
front and Cairo, except at Tel el Kebir. Ow- 
ing to transport deficiencies General Wolseley 
is unable to profit by the rapid advance from 
Ismailia to Kassassin. Military men consider 
that had an initial movement been followed 
with promptitude the campaign would be 
shortened. The Arabs are good dyke-makers 
and their lines at Tel el Kebir are 
enormously strong. They extend 
eight miles and are defended by black regi- 
ments—the flower of the Egyptian army— 
twelve or fiftern thousand regulars, the same 
number of irregulars, fifty guns and a few 
cavalry. General Wolseley bas fourteen 
thousand men at the front and three or four 
thousand reserves in the rear. Reconnois- 
sances show the enemy to be in an excellent 
situation. If they are not overtaken by 
panic the fight will be very severe and may 
last two days. Some mystery attaches,to the 
movements of the Highland brigade, who 
were kept on shipboard at Ismailia, and a 
part of the Indian contingent, of whose pre- 
cise whereabouts there is no information. 

(ieneral Wolseley may be preparing a flank 
movement, which the authorities keep dark. 
It haslong been thought probable that a 
small foree might advance from Suez.to Cairo 
by the old mail route. Though provisions 
are now going from Ismailia to the front at 
the rate of two - hundred tons daily, the pub- 
lic has not overlooked the remarkable detici- 
encies of the commissariat transport in the 
earlier stages of (;eneral Wolseley’s advance. 
In many respects this campaign, especially in 
the quartermaster general's department 
is interior to the one in Atghanis- 
tan, the details of which were§not sutlicient- 
ly worked out for feeding the army 
and forarapid movement. General Wolseley’s 
arrangements may be described as being 
under microscope, The public scrutinize 
closely and remark upon the systematic con- 
tradictions between the official telegranis and 
those to the newspapers. The British forces 
lately have been increased at Alexandria, but 
the public anxiety is notallayed. The ene- 
my’s boldness and the attitude of the inhabi- 
tants provoke apprehensions. Last Satur- 
day’s scare respecting quarantine 
has been settled by sharp Brit- 
ish remonstrance to the _ international 
sanitary commission. Cholera is below the 
normal level in India. The commissioner's 
proposal of a twenty-four days quarantining 
originated with representatives of the powers 
which desire toembarrass England. Another 
element was adherence to routine. Lord 
Granville showed that England had _ the 
keenest interest in excluding cholera 
from Egypt, and indicated that the quaran- 
tine order would be disregarded. The com- 
mission consequently changed its line to 
the present arrangements, which are satis- 
factory. 

The Anglo-Turkish convention has bec6me 
a standing joke. Jt has been intimated that 
Port Said is named for occupation by the sul- 
tan’s forces, but a difficulty has arisen as to 
how the Turks will land there. Lord Dufferin 
also found phrases in the final instrument 
that were not in the original draft. The 
Turks showed equal guile in the proclamatian 
against Arabi, which did not state that he was 
a rebel], but that he merited the nameof rebel. 
Kyen the powers which originally favored 
this convention regard it as _ useless. 
The most that can come of 
Turkish occupation is to mark the sultan’s 
sovereignty. The British are more opposed 
than ever to Turkish action. . The conduct of 
Russia causes suspicion in diplomatic circles.

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THE THIRD BATTLE OF KASSASSIN. 


A Sudden Attack Upon the English Position, Which 
; is Sharply Repulsed. 

London, September 11.—The Exchange 
telegraph company has received the follow- 
ing: Alexandria, September 10, noon.—Four 
of Arabi Pasha’s officers surrendered this 
morning to the British picket at Ramleh. 
They state that fully 3,000 of Arabi’s 
men would do likewise did they not 
fear that’ the British would fire on 
them. A dispatch from  Kassassen to 
the central news reports that 1n an engage- 
ment yesterday, besides the Egyptians who 
advanced from Tel-el-Kebir. 4 force of 
1,000 men crossed the desert from salihirgeh 
and operated on theright flank of the British. 
These troops continued the engagement after 
the Tel-el-hebir force had retired. They had 
a krupp battery which they handled well. 
fhe British heayy cavalry pushed them hard 
and finally captured one Krupp gun with the 
team andequipment, and & green standard 
which was taken from adead standard bearer 
belonging to one of Arabi Pasha’s crack reg- 
iments. The Salibrgeh contingent were rout- 
ed, but the others reacbed ‘Tel El Kebir in 
fairly good order. The British loss was com- 
paratively small, perhaps eighty kil'ed and 
wounded, Arabi’s plan was well devised, but 
required better troops to carry it out,although 
the rebel troops fought better than they have 
hitherto. 

HOW TME BATTLE WAS FOUGHT. 

LONDON, September 11.-,The Daily Tele- 
graph’'s correspondent at Kassassin views Sat- 
urday’s repulse of Arabi Pasha as a complete 
success for the English, who had never calcu- 
lated upon his attacking them in such a 
manner. The enemy, the correspondent says, 
did not retire until the English infantry ad- 
vanced. ¢Arabi left 200 dead an wounded on the 
field. The wounded state that the English 
right was attacked by battalions of 
infantry with five guns and 500 cavalry under 
Mahmoud Pasha. The enemy had altogether 
15,000 men. Saturday night passed quietly, 
the enemy having disappeared behind their 
entrenchments. At daybreak on Sunday 
morning the English began to throw. up rifle 
pits around Kassassin in order tojpreveut Arabi 
Pasha from approaching near enougi: to shell 
their camp. A picket of the Thir- 
teenth Bengal lancers charged the 
regiment of the aneniy’s cavalry, 
rode through them and killed .0 meén, los- 
ing one ot their own. The enemy threw 
many of their wounded alive inthe canal. 
A dispatch to the Times from Kassassin says 
there is little doubt that the first attack came 
upon us in the nature of a surprise, and 
about 5 @’tlock in the morning thirty Bengal 
lancers, who were out to. set vicettes, 
to their. astonishment, found = them- 
sevies suddenly in the presence’ of 
three sqnadroons of the enemy’s cavalry end 
a number of infantry, advancing in regular 
attack dorm. The men dismounted and 
openeda galling fire. Three squadrons of 
cavalry advanced tosurroundthem, and being 
hard pressed they mounted apd charged the 
nearest ‘body of the enemy Sith such fury 
that they killed ten of them. Colonel Me- 
Naughten then galloped back to camp and 
soon the rest of the regimentof Colonel Strong 
came to the fescue. A dispatch to the Cen- 
tral News from Ishmaili dated midnight says 
we have not yet advanced beyond the ridge, 
two miles north of Kassassin,but the outposts 
have been doubled and are supported by the 
infantry.

THE RIVAL JUNKETERS OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 


The Tariff Commission Abandons its Pacific Coast 
Trip in Order to Cometo Atlanta—The Miesis- 
sippi River Commission Discuseing Ed. 
dies and Levees in St. Louis. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

WasHINGTON, September 11.—The tariff 
commission has detinitely abandoned the 
idea of extending its trip to the Pacific coast. 
According to its new arrangement it will sit 
in Milwaukee on September 11, St. Paul and 
Minneapolis September 13, DesMoines Sep- 
tember 15, St. Louis September 18 and 19, 
Nashville September 21, Chattanooga Sep- 
tember 22, Atlanta September 23, Savannah 
September 25, Charleston September 26, Wil- 
mington September 27, Richmond September 
28, Baltimore September 29 and 30 and at 
Philadelphia on 2d. The 
sion is at present in Chicago. 
The Mississippi river commission 
met in St. Louis saturday afternoon, General 
Gilmore, chairman. Major Suter, Major 
Harrod, Captain Sears, Prof. Mitchell, Judge 
Taylor and Lieutenent Leach were present. 
A delegatisn from Cairo, including Congress- 
man Thomas, were given an audience, and 
they str ngly urged the commission to renew 
operations on the river at the points above 
Cairo where nothing has been done fora 
long time, and where the work 
is very necessary. A delegation 
from Vicksburg was also — present 
and made urgent appeals for the improve- 
ment of Vicksburg harbor. They asked that 
arecommendation be made for a specific ap- 
propriation for Vicksburg in the next annual 
report to congress, so that the money would 
be voted and the work performed in the most 
expeditious manner. They also asked 
that $25,000 of the unassigned fund 
now at the disposal of the commis 
sion showd be allotted to Vicksburg 
at once. The importance of Vicksburg was 
expatiated upon, and the assertion was made 
that it was the only harbor of any prominence 
in the country for which an appropriation 
had not been made. General Gilmore re- 
marked in reply to a question that action had 
been deferred in this matter because he did 
not believe the plans which had been proposed 
lor the improvement were practicable. There 
was no intention on the part of the com- 
mission to neglect Vichebate The case 
would be taken under advisement and the ap- 
portionment made as soon as possible. The 
plans which had been submitted for the work 
at Vicksburg were commented upon, and 
Major Harrod gave his opinion that the plans 
ot the United States engineer were the most 
practical and economical. He said the floods 
of last spriug had been beneficial, as 
they. showed what must be contended against 
in the future. The delegation was again as- 
sured that an allottmentof funds would be 
made for Vicksburg, and the session adjourn- 
ed. The commission then started for Keokuk 
on the government steamer Mississippi, 
but they expected to go a short 
distance last evening. The journey will be 
resumed to-day and the party will reach 
Keokuk this evening. Returning they will 
examine the work done under the supervision 
of Major Ernest, from St. Louis to Cairo, and 
may go on to Vicksburg. To-mortow they 
will ingpect the work done by Major McKen- 
zie between the mouths of the Illinois and 
DesMoines rivers.

THE RAIN AND WIND. 


The Path of Saturday and Sunday’s Cyclone Through 
Georgia. 

NkwW ORLEANS, September 11.—News from 
the lower coast shows great damage fromthe 
high water Saturday. At the quarantine the 
ground was submerged and the people took 
refuge in the second story of the government 
warehouse. The water from the gulf was 
driven entirely over many lower coast .rice 
tields and crops are entirely destroyed where 
not gathered. The extent of the damage is 
unknewn. The storm at Pensacola was the 
severest ever experienced there. The velocity 
of the wind at one time was 55 miles an hour. 
The quarantine boat Governor Bloxham cap- 
sized while en route from the quarantine 
station,and Richard and Jabez Marlon were 
drowned. The British bark Roda also cap- 
sized. Ihe captain and crew clung to her 
bottom until rescued this morning. Several 
vessels are ashore near tle quarantine station 
and on Santa Rosa island. The interior wall 
of the new opera was blown down 
causing fifteen hundred dollars damage. 

CoLuMBbuUSs, Ga., September 11.--A heavy 
rain and wind storm visited this section on 
Saturday night, and continued more or less 
throughout Sunday. Shade trees in the city 
were blown down by hundreds. Repors re- 
ceived Of much damage to cotton and corn, 
fences and forests. The Times’ special dis- 
patch from Tuskegee says that about 1,000 
trees were blown down in that city, and the 
damage to the crops in the surrounding coun 
try is estimated at $50,000, No of life is 
reported. A special from Talbotionp, Ga , 
says the most destructive wind and rain storm, 
passed over that section on Saturday night 
that has ever visited the county since 13846. 
Great damage to crops and timber is reported. 

LYNCHBURG, September 11.—The rains yes- 
terday and last night caused a great rise in 
the James river and its tributary streams are 
overtiowing the lowlands and damaging the 
crops and destroying property. Five hun- 
dred feet of trestle used in extending the 
dam across the river at this place was washed 
away, taking five workmen with it, who, 
after riding six miles on timbers, managed to 
swim toshore, The Richmond and Allegha- 
ny railroad bridge across the Tye river was 
washed up, and other damage done along the 
lines of railroads. 

Macon, Ga., September 11.—Reports from 
all points in this section show that great dam- 
age was done the cotton crop by the wind and 
rain storm of Saturday night in southwestern 
Georgia. Where cotton is open the injury is 
also great, butin the counties above hopes 
are entertained that in a few days the sun will 
repair the damage to some extent.

SEPTEMBER COTTON. 


The General Average “hewn te be @ Per Cent ia 
Advance of Last Mesth. 


WasuHrineton, September 11.—The Septem- 
ber report of the department of agriculture 
on the condition of cotton shows an improve- 
ment since the first of August in Virginia, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Arkanas and 
Texas; some deterioration in South Carolina, 
Georgia and the states of the guif coast to 
Louisiana inclusive. The general aver: 
age of August was oH, vf Sep- 
tember 96, whieh is the same as 
in the report of 1850, and higher than in any 
other station for ten years. Last year the ay- 
erage dropped from 83 in August to 70 in Sep- 
tember. The state averages are as follows: 
Virginia, 90; North Carolina, 88; South Caro- 
lina, 95; Georgia, 89; Florida, 83; Alabama, 
90; Mississippi, 83; Louisiana, 89; ‘Texas, 101; 
Arkansas, 100; Tennessee, 89. These figures 
indicate as they stand a large crop, but frona 
every quarter comes intimation of too much 
rain tor heavy fruiting, too much 
‘‘weed,’’ some shedding of the bolls, a tenden- 
cy to rust and a later developmentof the bolls 
than usual. Under these conditions an early 
frost would be especially injurious. Caterpil- 
lars have made their appearance in many 
counties of the gulf coast states; in some 

laces a second generation is webbing up. 
While the damage is inappreciable as yet, in 
most causes fears are expressed that the third 
brood may do great injury. The boll-worm 
is reported at many points in Denton county, 
Texas. Their destruction is estimated at 


$100,000. 

THE CORN CROP 
in all the region south of Pennsylvaniaand of 
the Ohio river is in a high condition in every 
state except West Virginia, represented 
by one hundred or higher figures. In many 
districts of the south is reporied the best in 
twenty years. In the New England states 
there has been a very sharp decline except in 
Vermont, from 81 to % in Maine, 95 to 62 in 
New Hampshire, 87 to 60 in Massachusetts, 
93 to 70 in Rhode Island, and from 96 to 65 in 
Connecticut, a decline of 8 points in New 
York and New Jersey, and of 4 in Pennsylva- 
nia is indicated. The loss in all the states is 
due to the drought which has been especially 
severe in New England. There has been 
abundant rain in all the other states. In the 
cane growing states of the Ohio Valley, pros- 
pects average very nearly as at last reports. 
Ihe general average of the condition is 83, 
the same as in August of last year. 
‘Lhere was a decline from 77 in August to Ww 
in September. In 1880 the September aver- 
ge was¥l. Ifthe early frosts do not injure 
the crops the product will be materially 
larger than last year, but the heavy produc- 
tion of 1879 and 1880 cannot be approached 
under the most favorable circumstances. 

THE UAT CROP, 
When harvested, was inan unusually high 
condition, yielding heavily in spring. The 
general average is 100, very few falling below 
that figure, among them New Jersey, Penn- 
syivania, Maryland and Virginia, The rye 
crop is also above the average in nearly all 
the states, and was harvested in goud condi- 
tion. The general average for tohacco is 39, 
and by states: Pennsylvania, 86; “Maryland, 
02; Virginia, 95; Kentucky, 91; Ohio, 65; 
Missouri, 90. 

The Baltimore Oriole. 

}ALTIMORE. September 11.—The second an- 
nual Oriole festival of Baltimore will begin 
on to-morrow, the anniversary of the battle of 
North Point, and continue tor three days. On 
Tuesday, the first day,a grand military dis- 
play will take place in which from 5,000 to 
7,000 men will be in line, including the visit- 
ing military; 1,000 men of the grand army of 
the republic, and thirty fire companies.

Used a Century as a Watering Piace for Travelers— 
A 8mseil World of Crops—Two Bales of Cotton 
to the Acre—A Mile of Fifty Susbel Corn 
Swemp Land Well Cultivated,

From the Athens, Ga., Banner-Watchman. | 

A few days since, in company with Mr. J. 
B. Toomer, we visited our friend,Mr. William 
H. Dean, the present owner of the famous 
Mayne place, situated on the Lexington road, 
about five miles from this city. This spot is 
known thoughout the state, being for nearly 
a century a great watering place for travelers. 
The house sets back in a stately grove, while 
immediately in front bubbles upa bold spring 
of crystal water, while stretching as faras 
the eye can reach up and down Shoal creek, 
are the very finest bottoms, now verdant 
with luxuriant crops of corn anc cotton. You 
can stand inthe piazzaof the house and 
see stretched before you a small world 


of crops. Mr. Dean is certainly an 
enterprising citizen. Besides bring- 
ing his fields up to a hign state of cultivation, 
he is greatly improving the place and put- 
ting the buildings in splendid repair. He 
has just completed a new gin house, to be 
operated by steam, that is certainl} one of the 
most convenient we have ever inspected. It 
is constructed on an entirely new inodel, and 
can be run with much less expense than the 
generality of them. Attached to his engine 
he has a wood saw with which he prepares 
all his stove and fire wood, ata great saving 
of labor. He also intends to add a corn mill, 
cotton seed crusher, and other splendid im- 
provements to his farm. 

When Mr. Dean first took charge of- this 
place the buttom lands had been for } ars 
thrown out, and were a wilderness of swamp 
and Bermuda grass. The first thing he‘ did 
was to cut a ditch over a mile long to confine 
the creek within its banks, and hivinga 
splendid fall he soon had the land drained 
But he encountered an enemy, if possible, 
worse than the water, in bermudagrass, His 
neighbors stated thatthey would not attempt 
to cultivate the land for all it would make: 
but he was not to be deterred and began the 
work of exterminating this enemy to agricul- 
ture. First, he purchased a small pony 
plow, to which he hitched two mule 
and thus easily turned the sod over, the same 
being cut with asword in frontof the plow. 
This accomplished, he waited until a rain 
had fallen, and while the ground was damp 
put a revolving harrow to work: and succeed- 
ed in tearing all the roots loose from the 
earth, after which its extermination was an 
easy inatter. He says itis folly to attempt to 
kill this grass by plowing 1t with rippers, but 
you must turn it over, so as the teeth of the 
harrow can get at the roots. The consequence 
was he madea fine crop the first year, and 
has certainly got the enemy ina fair way of 
extermination. He gets rid of bullrushes the 
same as Bermuda grass. 

We took astroll with Mr. Dean over lis 
crop, and a finer prospect we have never seen. 
He bas about one-third of his bottoms planted 
in cotton, that is very vigorous and well filled 
with bolls and blooms. With a late season 
he will on most of this land make a bale per | 
acre. One patch, belonging to Mrs. Dean, a 
practical farmer says will make two bales per 
acre this -vear. Last season this lady, with 
her cook, made five bales of cotton, and it 
was a poor crop year, too, Mr. Dean says 
tliat cotton pays him better on. bottom land 
than corn, where it is well drained. We 
walked through a mile of as fine corn as our 
eyes ever beheld, much of which will aver- 
age, it is thought, fifty bushels per acre. It 
seems that Mr. Dean will not onlv be able 
hereafter to “live at home and board at the 
same place,’’ but will doubtless have corn to 
sell. He has 1,.00 acres.in this traet. but 
other farms adjacent that aggregate between 


Besides his farm the dairy, under the super- 
vision of Mrs. Mayne, mother to Mrs. Dean, 
yields a handsome revenue, for her butter has 
such a reputation that it 1s taken by an Ath- 
‘ens house the year round at thirty cents per 
pound. We inspected her dairy, which is a 
model of neatness. They churn now about 
fifteen gallons per day. Mrs. M. has the best 
invention in the way of a churn we ever saw. 
It is double, with one compartment for the 
milk and another for the warm water, with a 
thermometer to tell when the cream is at the 
right temperature. This lady says itis but a 
moment’s work to bring butterwithany churn 
when it is at the proper temperature,

This statement brings out the important 
fact that, notwitlistanding the serious decrease 
in the last crop, the gross carried overland is 
the largest of any year in our record, — It also 
seems to indicate that the cheek in the 
growth of this meyericnt which was noted s

time. For, leaving out that year, the deyel- 
opment has been constant and decided. Thus 
in 1875-74 this movement covered only about 
12 per cent of the total yield, but in LSs1-s2 it 
reached over 20 per cent; furthermore, during 
the same peniod, while the crop was increas- 
Sng 5034 per cent the overland increased 
128.09 per cent. A growth continued through 
so many seasons is an indication of a natural 
tendency towards development which special 
causes can only temporarily check,

ELEMENTS AT WAR. 


The Storm of Saturdsy Night aud Sunday Morning 
and the Damage Done. 

A destructive storm visited Atlanta and 
many sections of the state Saturday night and 
Sunday. There was no indication Saturday 
of a storm exceptaslight falling of the ba- 


rometer. A drizzling rain began to fall 
Saturday at 4:35 p. m., and gradually 
increased until nine, when -— it _ fell 
in torrents, falling off after that and 
quitting entirely at 10:31 Saturday night, 
tuirty-five hundredths of an inch of rain 


having fallen. The first heavy wind came at 


10 o'clock Saturday night, and at half past 10 | 


the wind was blowing twenty miles per hour. 
That was by no ineans a “’storm,’’ and but 
littie notice was taken of it. At2 o'clock 
Sunday morning the wind rapidly became 
fiercer, and in an hour or se was blowing 
at irom thirty-eight to forty miles 
an hour. The highest wind was at 5 o'clock 
Sunday morning, when the instrument in 
the signal office recorded 41 miles per hour. 
When Sergeant Hall took the observation at 
6:31 Sunday morning the wind was lowing 
atarate of 36 mi.es per bour and the ba- 
rometer was down to 20.07~—lower” than at 


any other point in the south during the 
storm and the Jowest barometer since the_ 
office was established here. The wind did 


not appear to blow in gusts but was very reg- 
ular. It continued to calm until it went 
down to twenty-five miles an-hour and kept 
at thatspeed until-yesterday, when it varied 
between 17 and 21 during the day, ©The rain- 
fall trom: the opening of the storm, Saturday, 
to its close, was two inches and sixty-one 
hundredth. Nearly an inch and a third of. 
rain fell between 10:51 Saturday night and 
6:31 Sunday morning. The fall of the ba 
rometer was wstenisbingly great. In eight 
hours it fel] nearly an incn, At 16:51. Saturday 
night it Was 29.51 and at 6:51 Sunday morn- 
ing it was 20.57. The next lowest barometer 
was in Augusta, where it wasdown to 20.51. 
The rainfall at the southern stations was us 
follows: Mobile2.04 inches, Montgomery 3.10 
inches, Pensacola 4.52 inches, Savannal 1.64 
inches, Augusta 1.59. At 6:30 a.m. Sunday the 
wires to Pensacola were down and no subse- 
quent reports were received from that place. 
The wires to Key West and Port Eads were 
aiso down, 
THE LAMAGE IN Tits CiTY. 

The damage inthe city was very preat, al- 
though no injury to persons was done and no 
serious loss to any single individual was sus- 
tained. Perhaps the loss that is most @ppa- 
rent and will be most regreted was the de- 
struction of shade trees and shrubbery. Upon 
every street shade trees were blown down, and 
yesterday the people were busy in cutting 
them up and clearing them away. Signs and 
awetings were blown down and in several in- 


stances heavy tin awnings were thrown 
down. Luckily mo one_ was_ struck. 
Quite a number of houses were in- 
jured. The walls of the new match factory 


building on Wheat street gave way tnd the 
roof fellin. Several turrets Were blown from 
the First Methodist church. The roof of Me- 
Combs & Meakin's -foundry was partially 
blown off. ‘The church at West lend was lift- 
ei from its foundation and partially ulted 
over. The fences throughout the city 
were very greatly damaged, and the gardens 
and flower yards were wellnigh ruined. 
Everitt’s dog ranche on Houston street blew 
down and about forty doys were set at liberty. 
They were all finaliy caught, however. Kries 
the bill poster, Was 2 heavy loser. Many of 
his bill boards were blown down and it ig said 
that his loss will reach $1,000, Nearly every 
house in Atlant leaked during the rain, } 
which was driven against the roots with ter | 
rific force, 


THROUGH TIE STATES. 
Many telegraph wires were blown down 
andon some tines there was nO means of 


communication as late as yesterday. The 
railroads did fot -sutler as much as might 
reasonably have been expected. The West 


Point, the Air-Line and the Georgia Pacific 
alleseaped injury. The Méeon branch of 
the Georgia road was washed between Mil- 
ledveville and Macon, but the extent and 
character of the damage could not be ascer- 
tained as the wires were down. A tree blew 
across the Western and Atlantic railroad near 
Smyrna and delayed a train for about ten 
minutes, 

The damage to crops was considerable. and 
fences and trees were blown down in many 
parts of the state, while in some places houses 
were unroofed, corn was beat down and cot- 
ton was threshed about in a way that must in- 
jure it considerably. Commissioner Hender- 
son said yesterday: | 

‘‘T have news from as far down as Milledge- 
ville and as far up as t‘olonel Peters’s planta- 
tion in Gordon county. Torrents of rain fell 
everywiere, At all points the wind was 
heavy, Hitt was especiaily severe in the neigh- 
borhocd of Norcross and near Griftin. I can- 
rot estimate the damage to the cropson such 


The corn is 
very wenerally beat down and cotton 18] 
tangled badiy. Cotton that was open Was 


beat out and will be injured, and while the 
squares were beaten fromthe young cotton.
